The Central Intelligence Agency Loyalty Board has original 
jurisdiction in all cases in this Agency arising under the loyalty 
program. The Board is located at our headquarters, 2430 E 
Street, N. IV., Washington, D. C. , but it has in one instance

wide jurisdiction, ^Th^Boarcn^unae^tEe Chairmanship of the 
Executive of the Central Intelligence Agency, and its members 
consist of the Assistant Directors and Deputy Assistant Directors 
of the Agency. Three members of the Board, including the 
Chairman, sit in each case, and in no instance does cm Assistant 
Director sit in a case involving an employee under his jurisdiction. 
The Board is always attended by a member of our Legal Staff who 
serves as Legal Advisor and Recorder without vote. The Chief 
i of our Inspection and Security Staff also sits as an Advisor to the 

Board without vote. 

This Agency has no loyalty board having appellate juris- 
diction. This function is performed by the Director of Central 
Intelligence personally.

The 
composition of the Board also remains the same, although there 
have been changes in the persons who have held the positions of 
Assistant Director or Deputy Assistant Director in the Agency.
